Regents Revamp Schedules 


and Instructors Get 


Boost as Result 


Salaries of teachers at the nine 


normal schools of the state have 
been increased 
approximately 15 


per cent by action .of the board of 
normal regents late Friday evening. 
The increase 'for 
normal 
school- 


teachers for the next year will be 
581,993, on a pay roll last year 
which was approximately $o21,UUU. 
The teachers who drew this a£P"~ 
gate sum last year will draw $603,- 
897 this year. This makes an in- 
crease of ¥81,993 or approximately 
15 per cent over the amount paid to 
nonr.al school teachers last year. 
The salaries of librarians at the nor- 
mal schools 
has 
been increased 


$4,440. These same librarians last 
year drew approximately 
$20,11W- 


This vear they will draw aa aggre- 
gate of $24,585, which represents an 
increase in the salaries of librarians 
of over 20 per cent. 
Mach of the work of 
adjusting 


the salaries of teachers has been 
worked ont by Regent Clough Gates, 
Superior, the newly elected presi- 
dent of the board. The legislature, 
appropriated $50,000 for ""creases 
in the salaries at the normal schools 
for'the coming year.

society to its very foundations; there must be reconstruction, 
rebuilding and readjustment, social, economic and political, on a 
scale which has never bafore been seen. On one side stands the 
invincible bourbon who demands that the old order be restored, 
not perceiving the fact that 'the.moving finger writes,' and 
'having writ, moves onward' 'never backward'; on the other 
hand stands the bolshevist who demands that the old order be 
blotted out and that the class which he calls the proletariat rule 
the world. They are equally impossible, the bourbon and the 
bolshevist, but while bourbonism may perhaps with safety be 
allowed to dig its own grave, bolshevism can not be treated in 
that way. It must be met with calmness, with fairness and 
with reason; the people to whom the class appeal is made must 
be brought to see that it is a wrong appeal, and this can only be 
done by demonstrating to them kthat democracy can and win 
treat them justly."

SOLDIER BONUSES AND PROFITEERS 
W 


HY are the large manufacturing establishments so inter- 
ested in the subject of soldier bonuses? 


The mail of the senators in the Wisconsin legislature last 


week was burdened with letters from manufacturing establish- 
ments in all sections of the state asking that the soldier bonus 
bill be referred to the people. This week the tide of mail has 
been turned on the assemblymen. 


What is the matter? Didn't these same manufacturers 


march to the train with the boys when they went to the front? 
Promises were made that the boys would be taken care of when 
they returned; that the soldier who fought for his country was 
worthy of every honor that the state could bestow. We agreed. 
These manufacturers didn't ask for a referendum on the boys 
going. The soldiers didn't ask for a referendum. They went 
remembering the promises of those who stayed in a sale job at 
home—far from the sting of the enemy bullets. 


What has transpired meantime to change the attitude. Is 


the fact that big manufacturers.have massed large fortunes 
while the hoys were gone anything to do with this change of 
front? 


One section of the soldier bonus bill provides for a surtax 


on mannfacturers of 6 percent on net earnings during, 1918 in 
excess of 7,000. 
' 
, 


Have these protesting manufacturers hoisted the dollar sign 


flag of the profiteers above the American flag? Have they so 
soon forgotten their promises to the khaki clad boys who turned 
the bullets away from our shore? - Even a child of seven knows 


to regret very much the fact that, 
while memorials for soldiers of oth- 
er communities were being erected, 
no movement toward anything of 
the kind, had been made in Madison, 
OT- for the county as a whole. 
It 


did. not seem right that the memory 
of our heroic dead should be so dis- 
regarded, and so we determined to 
do something about it. We had or- 
ganized and. incorporated a Dane 
County Memorial association, the 
purpose of which was to raise money 
for the ouilding of a suitable me- 
morial' hall wHich should also serve 
as a common meeting place for our 
patriotic societies. Two of our ster- 
ling patriotic comrades, Captain Wil- 
liam Charleton and George S. Mar- . 
tin, began to give all the energy of 
their consecrated manhood to tne 
plans for the erection of this pro- 
posed memorial: They got an arch- 
itect to submit .plans and specifieaT 
tions, and^to make, a picture of the 
proposed Building. A campaign was 
then begun to have the names of the 
soldiers of every town in the county 
whose lives were lost in the service 
put upon bronze tablets" to 
place 


within this memorial hall. It was 
not an easy matter to get the tab- 
lets—to get the various towns in 
the county to raise ?2 'for 
every 


namo__yet it was by-and-by accom- 
plished and the tablets were made 
and paid for. 


It was yet harder work to raise 


money for the building. The ladies 
of the Relief Corps had in the mean- 
time secured about ?3,500 for a me- 
morial of some sort, and they gave 
this as a nucleus for the cost of the 
hall. Various activities were under- 
taken to increase the fund, but it 
was slow work. It was proposed to 
ask the county board to submit a 
proposition to the 
voters 
of the 


county to raise $10,000 for the pur- 
pose by taxation. It was not at all 
easy to persuade the board to take 
such action, yet they finally did'so. 
The result was that, while there .was 
in the city a small majority in favor 
of the proposition,'it was voted down 
by the county. A year or two later 
we decided to ask for $5,000 from the 
county. In due time, after consid- 
erable persuasion, ttie board sub- 
mitted this proposition to the vot- 
ers. In spite of all that could be 
brought to bear in its favor, this 
proposal was 
likewise 
defeated—
